Should a firm of expert accountants 
be employed to conduct such nil audit 
they would go right back over the 
ground, .examine the mime records 
and audit the same accounts which 
the office of the State Inspector and 
Examiner has Inspected In the last lti 
months, Mr. Sewell said. "Every de¬ 
partment, agency and commission that 
disburses or receives state funds 1ms 
been, or will be carefully cheeked and 
closely nudited before the close of 
the present year," said the State In¬ 
spectator. “An additional audit cover¬ 
ing the same ground would lie a need¬ 
less expense and could not serve any 
useful purpose." More than 50 reports 
of audits were compiled with recom¬ 
mendations and filed in 1032. 

These reports have gone deeply into 
ull phases of departmental activity, 
and In some cases cover 10 to 15 years 
In order to get the proper background 
from which to draw conclusions ns 
to efficiency of the system being fol¬ 
lowed, It was pointed out.

On the quarter 
hour tlie cover opens slowly nnd tho 
pages turn one after another revealing 
u series of brilliantly colored illustra¬ 
tions which are explained In clear

Our Government 

— How it Operates 

by William Bmckart 

DEPARTMENT OF 
AGRICULTURE 

C ASUAL visitors to the Capital City 
of tlie nation seldom receive sug¬ 
gestions from natives of Washington 
that they should visit the Depnrtmom 
of Agriculture. The native here win 
freely point, out places to see nnd the 
things of Interest that a tourist "should 
not miss," but the suggestions almont. 
never Include the Department of Agri¬ 
culture. 

It Is more easily understood than 
It nppenrs. Except for the garden* 
and n greenhouse or two over which 
the department hns supervision, there 
is little appeal for the tourist in that 
part of the department located In 
Washington, large as that section real 
ly Is. 

The answer, simply stated, to the 
circumstance Is that the Department 
of Agriculture operates the greatest 
laboratories In the world, hut they 
are scattered throughout tlie nation 
that they can ho near to the problem* 
they seek to solve. The experimental 
farms serve to illustrate the point. 
That farm in your slate Is located 
where It Is for a very practical reason, 
the same being that It Is attempting 
to develop some kind of agricultural 
product of especial fitness for the con¬ 
ditions of soli and climate under 
which you live. 

But I would not have yon under¬ 
stand that the department hns only 
this method of serving the farmers 
Although their work lacks the appeal 
that Is required to attract sightseers, 
the vast offices of the department In 
Washington are thoroughly filled wltk 
men nnd women nnd with equip¬ 
ment as each one of them proceeds tn 
work out some new factor in connec¬ 
tion with plant and animal life. Peo¬ 
ple nre too prone to think of the de¬ 
partment only in connection with 
'wheat and cottou and corn and cattle 
and hogs. etc. As a matter of fact, 11* 
other work Is more basic. 

Let me relate the circumstance ot 
one office ns an illustration. Presiding 
over It is a small mnn, a German by 
birth but an Immigrant to America ad 
an early age. He is highly educated, 
uses many terms In conversation thait 
go far over my humble head, and plod* 
along with his studies. 

And what does he study? Peut, peat 
bogs, uses of peat, how to use peat 
lands. I 

He Is recognized throughout the" 
world as an authority on neat, ■aut 
slowly but surely out of t vast re 
searches that he has made a d is mak 
fug is coming Information that will re 
suit In utilization of millions of acres 
or land that is looked upon now bj 
those residing near as not worth tlw, 
taxes Its owners have to pay. It may 
be interesting to note In tills connec¬ 
tion that this peat expe-t has estab¬ 
lished the value of pelt as a fer 
tilizer and that In consequence ll 
won't be many years untl, truck farm 
ers will bo buying pent to mix with 
the soil of their farms tlie better t« 
produce their crops. 

The Individual about whom I hav* 
written above is Just one cog In j, 
great machine, known In the depart¬ 
ment ns the bureau of chemistry anal 
soils, an agency of earnest men ana 
women seeking facts. Scientists, they 
are, nnd scientists they will remain, 
and while superficially their work roay 
he made the subject of laughter ana 
by play, agricultural life of America 
owes much to them. 

For Instance out of the constant i>- 
vestlgntlng that goes on hy that group, 
we already know that certain kinds of 
wheat will produce In greater volume 
lu Kansas than formerly could be 
grown In that bread basket ot the no¬ 
tion ; we know that their soli studios 
have evolved ways of fertilizing that 
will break up "hardpan" and subsoils 
which the farmer despises, and we 
have learned from them that crops re¬ 
quiring soils free from acid can be 
grown in sections hitherto held to be 
areas where such crops wero un¬ 
profitable. 

In other words, the work the scien¬ 
tists do Is of the sort that the farmer 
may not see Its value until he sud¬ 
denly discovers through his farm pa¬ 
per that the experiments have shown 
It feasible to plant a certain typo ot 
seed or do some other thing that opens 
a new avenue of profit to him. The 
chemical exuuiinutions, the soli In¬ 
vestigations, und the studies of fer¬ 
tilizers, to mention a few, all load dt- 
recily to benefits for those who till the 
soil and with their produce feed the 
nation. 

It la only a step in oue’s snr»ey of 
the department activities from tlie •bu¬ 
reau of chemistry and soils to uuothe* 
section—the bureau of entomology— 
where the investigations are directed 
towards means ot saving tin- crop* 
wjjlch the other scientists have found 
can he produced to better nd intnge. 
The scientists in the buren i of en¬ 
tomology can tell you about the life 
history of tlie potuto bug or i • • lie* 

that turn Ueeu discovered as a l ira- 
site on American plant life. Ami , .hni 
is more Important to the ug. lciiliunil 
producers, those scientists ran tcM 
you how to defeat the ravage. of the 
insects tiiat are known to he tn.lurbniM 
to tlie crops. 

Naturally, too, since they study in 
sects, the same scientists provide iho 
tuition's bee-keepers with lufurmuthiu 
about the honey bees, and how to 
tect them from llie dan::".-. ,,it 
threaten them.
